  Section 25.  The amount of $1,500,000, or so much thereof 19 

as may be necessary, is appropriated from the Department of 20 

Labor Federal Trust Fund to the Department of Labor for all 21 

costs associated with promoting and enforcing the 22 

occupational safety and health administration state program 23
